Time Changed for 
Daily Staff Meeting 



A General Meeting of the Daw- 
son Students Society held last eve- 
ning in Theatre 1 was called to an 
early close without the proposed 
business bcinR accomplished, be- 
cause of the lack of the necessary 
quorum ot three hundred. The 
meeting was called primarily to 
make several amendments to the 
constitution, one of which was to 
allow a two-week period to elapse 
between the election of the new 
council and the end of the old 
council's term of office. This would 
allow time for the new officers to 
assume their duties gradually, thus 
preventing the abrupt changeover 
usually occurring. 

"These amendments are very im- 
portant to the proper functioning 
of future councils," said John Hig- 
gins, retiring President of the Daw- 
son Council. In an attempt to place 
these measures before the student 
body another meeting has been 
called for sometime next week. 

It was announced at the meeting 
that as yet there had been no nom- 
inations forthcoming for any of the 
I five Student Executive Council 
posts. These nominations must be 
signed by twenty-five members of 
the student body, and the nom- 
inee. The following posts arc open: 
Society President, and Chairman of 
the Social, Canteen. House, and 
Mess Committees. The Dawson Key, 
St. John's replica of the Scarlet 
Key, is also accepting nominations 
for ten vacancies in its staff. These 
must be sifined by 10 members of

Following this, the committee 
chairmen each gave their reports 
on the year's activities. After the 
Social and House reports were fin- 
ished, Pete Daniels of the Mess 
Committee announced that evening 
snacks had been suspended in the 
Dining Hall. The opinion of these 
present was then expressed in the 
form of an unofficial motion to the 
effect that, "definite steps be taken 
to have evening snacks reinstated." 

John Higgins then gave the Can- 
teen and Snack Bar report an- 
nouncing that there had been a loss 
of some $10,000 between the two 
services. There were also deficits 
df $5,000 from the Council itself and 
another $3,000 during the summer 
months, bringing the total yearly 
deficit to S18.000. Subtracting the 
$7,500 surplus from the year pre- 
vious, the net deficit now stands at 
$10,500. As part reason for this loss, 
the President offered the fact that 
one student could not possibly run 
the whole Canteen and Snack Bar 
finances and affairs. This year the 
situation has been remedied with 
the Industrial Foods Corporation 
taking over the management of 
these enterprises on a percentage 
basis. 

In the estimation of the President, 
this loss should be made up through 
the going over of old bills, the 
newly increased Students' Society 
fee, and considerable skimping in 
the coming season.

presided at the dinner and intro- 
duced Prof. Gillson, while Dr. F. 
Cyril James replied to President 
Gilbon's toast lo McGill. 

In his address Prof. Gillson re- 
minded his audience that the Phy- 
sics buildings was "the home of thli 
atomic age" and that the past year 
had seen the faculty of Arts and 
Science "stepping into a position 
of leadership." 

To the principal must go the 
credit of establishing Dawson Col- 
lege, and the new steps taken by 
McGill during the last year, Prof. 
Gillson said. Notable among these 
are the new Radiation Laboratory 
and Cyclotron; the just Inaugurated 
faculty of divinity; the department 
of fine arts; and the academic rec- 
ognition for trade-like studies such 
as social work. 

Concerning Dawson College, 
which he termed an "Experiment in 
Education" and of which he was the 
first principal, Prof. Gillson ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was t 
decided success in alleviating th« 
congestion brought about by the 
large influx of veterans just after 
the war, and also educating these 
veterans who are not only a credit 
to McGill but Canada also." 

In reply to the toast to McGlU, 
Dr. James stressed the fact that not 
he alone, but the whole staff, work- 
ing as a team, deserves the credit 
for the advances made by the Uni- 
versity during and after the war. 
He emphasized the youth of "Old 
McGill," both the students In age 
and the staff in spirit. » 

"Universities are like human be- 
ings. They must grow or shrivel. 
They never stand still," Dr. Jamei 
said. He spoke about the $9,075,- 
000 fund-raising campaign that the 
University will undertake in the 
near future, saying that with the 
help of the Graduates' Society and 
friends of McGill, the University 
will improve its facilities still 
further.

"Let's go to Hie Union for a cup of coffee!" 
Probably every student on campus has uttered 
those words or their equivalent at some time or 
other. And many utter them every day. Coffee 
at the Union is an established student custom on 
this campus. 

For the past few days, sinte college started, 
the price of coffee in the grill room has been 
upped to seven cents. Yesterday morning, and, 
we hope, for the rest of the scstion at least, it 
returned to five cents. 

This rc-adjustmcnl is a credit to the ex- 
cellent work being done by the Union Commit- 
tee. Of the many jobs undertaken by students for 
the Students Society during the year the one of 
administering the Students Union is perhaps 
among, the most difficult and critical. Main- 
tenance expenses arc very high, and the cafe- 
teria is difficult to operate at a profit. In fact, 
it usually operates at a loss, putting an addi- 
tional burden on the other facilities of the build- 
ing. 

This difficulty, and the loss of a relatively 
considerable amount on the overall running of 
the Union last year encouraged an increase in 
prices of the items handled in the food conces- 



sions. Meals in the Cafeteria were upped to fifty- 
five cents and coffee to seven cents. 

The President of the Union, conscious of the 
popularity of "coffee at the Union" made it 
his business to see if there were any possible 
way to bolster the Union budget enough to per- 
mit the return of coffee to five cents. At the 
Council meeting Wednesday night, he was able 
to show that increased revenue could be expect- 
ed from special projects to be undertaken this 
year by the Union House Committee. Approval 
was then' given to return the price of the popular 
beverage to the traditional one. 

The, Committee also served a particularly 
great service to all students who regularly cat 
their meals in the Cafeteria by resolving the 
fifty-five centï meal to two meals, one at fifty- 
nine cents and one at fifty cents. To a regular 
patron, this, means a saving of fifty-five cents 
a week, and a goodly sum at the end of the 
year. 

These two problems have been resolved in a 
manner reflecting the best interests of the stu 
dents. It is a great credit to the Union and the 
student? administering it

Sir, — I am one of those who 
have the privilege this year of en- 
terinf the newly-created Divinity 
Faculty in McGill. I was present 
■t the Inauguration service yester- 
day, which you reported in today'* 
"Daily", and would like to make 
gome comments on Principal 
James' address. 

A reasonably thoughtful Chris- 
tian student may be forgiven if 
he finds some cause for anxiety 
In the assumption of the Principal 
that, "The decision of thé Senate 
and the Board of Governors to 
create this faculty is Itself evl- 
dence of the university's recogni- 
tion, officially and individually, of 
the importance of Christianity in 
our generation." 

We are told by our spiritual, and 
many even of our secular, leaders 
today that a new revival of faith 
is required to re-infuse our civili- 
zation with life, and to reinforce 
the standards and values cherish 
•d more universally in past cen 
turies. Many of us ask ourselves 
the question, "How is this revival

to come about?" Some answer that ians, can we jay that there Is any 



it can be achieved by a resuscita- 
tion of some of the techniques and 
institutions of mediaeval and early 
eformation days. Others, like my- 
self, are skeptical of the efficacy 
of merely technical or mechanical 
methods in the achieving of this 
revival of faith, and look about to 
see whether, perhaps, God has not 
chosen unexpected vehicles for 
this new task, despairing of the 
old. I wonder whether the creation 
of a new theological faculty in a 
modern university cannot be con- 
sidered a practical facet of the 
present theological trend toward 
nec-crthodoxy, benevolently and 
sincerely inspired of course, but 
perhaps destined to be something 
of a disappointment to those who 
have worked so hard and so long 
to bring It into being. 

Dr. James reminds us that "Skep- 
ticism and irony were prevalent on 
all religious subjects during the 
period, between the wars," but. ex^ 
cept among a few academic theolog' 



less of that sort of thing today? 
Scholars may be interested In our 
religious past, but is this interest 
a religious one or a purely academic 
one? These same scholars may have 
learned that the Christian tradition 
of truth, simplicity and love for 
one's neghbour is,, as Dr. James re- 
marks, preferable to fascism and 
communism, but the fact that they 
jump to such a comparison is, per 
haps an indication that they have 
failed to judge our present way of 
life by those same standards, find 
ing it easier to criticize where they 
have no responsibility, and to be 
silent where they have. 

At any rate, as one of the -new 
Divinity students, I for one am ap 
preciatlve of the need for a trained 
mind as well as a pure heart, and 
I hope, -skeptical though I am, to 
do my fair share in fulfilling the 
hopes which the Principal and other 
authorities have for the new 
faculty.

It looks as though McGill stu- 
dents arc in for a big year as far as 
intramural and recreational activ- 
ities arc concerned. Last night an 
enlarged and highly efficient coun- 
cil met, and during a rather lengthy 
meeting ironed out all the difficul- 
ties encountered in last year's 
activities. Director of I. and R. 
Activities, Howie Ryan, left no 
doubt in the minds of all the 
faculty representatives of the 
magnitude of the programme he 
wished to carry out. In his sum- 
moning letter sent to all faculty 
representatives he wrote: 

". . . and we believe that the 
Intramural and Recreation Ath- 
letic programme would be much 
more successful If there were a 
closer contact between you and 
the classmen. To this end we ask 
your co-operation in appointing a 
Sports Representative from each 
of the classes In your raculty. 
These men would, together with 
you, form a small sports commis- 
sion to regulate and promote 
more and belter representation In 
Intramural competition. 

The principle duty of the class 
sports representative would he to 
secure capable managers for the 
teams in each sport for each par- 
ticular class. In this way any 
student interested in playing any 
particular sport could be direct- 
ed to the proper individual. In 
addition, it would add a great 
deal If all faculties have their 
own uniforms for Intramural 
Competition." . 

This excerpt is ample evidence of 
the highly specialized organization 
which will service any interested 
male student on the campus.

Day Convocation: 

Your Excellency, Mr. Chancellor, 
Mr. Prime Minister. Ladies and 

Gentlemen, 

Each year on Founder's Day, we 
remember the young immigrant 
from Scotland, who gave to this 
University its first endowment and 
its name. James McGill, less for- 
I lunate than you who arc to be in- 
vested with your degrees at this 
Convocation, did not stay at the 
University of Glasgow long enough 
to be numbered among its grad- 
uates; but a few weeks ago, when 
the Chancellor unveiled in the grey 
cloisters of that ancient University 
a tablet to the memory of our 
founder, the speeches bore testi- 
mony to the traditions that we in- 
herit from the great schools of 
Europe. 

The cloisters in which our filial 
tablet hangs arc not, however, 
those that were familiar to our 
Founder. The University of Glas- 
gow has grown in size and strength, 
so that James McGill, the freshman 
of 1756, would be amazed if he 
'could return to it in this generation.

spacious liclds ot his Burnsidc 
Farm are now covered with build- 
ings, and the facilities ol McGill 
University also encompass some ol 
the acres that belonged to his trad- 
ing competitor and larmcr neigh- 
bour, Simon MacTavish. It is more 
than a century since Sir John Col- 
borne, Governor General ol Canada 
and distinguished soldier who had 
played at Corunna a role similar to 
that which our memory ot Dun- 
kcrque adds to your Excellency's 
laurels, drove out across the liclds 
Irom Montreal to lay the foundation 
atone of the new Arts Building. Half 
a century has passed since munifi- 
cent bencactors made possible the 
erection of the Engineering Build- 
ing, the Chemistry Building, the 
Medical Building, and that splendid 
Physics Building —as men then 
thought it— whose magnificent lab- 
oratories attracted the young Ernest 
Rutherford from the Cambridge 
laboratories to McGill, and enabled 
him ,to lay the foundations ol 
nuclear physics which later led to 
his spliting the atom. 

Universities, like human beings, 
must grow or shrivel. They cannot 
stand still. The new Cyclotron and 
the Donner Building for Medical 
Research arc counterparts, in this 
generation, of the facilities that 
were provvided fifty years ago by 
Sir William Macdonald and Lord 
Strathcona. During the next few 
months, moreover, we hope to 
obtain from our friends some nine 
million dollars, to enable the Uni- 
vcrsity to Improve "its facilities still 
further in order to meet the educa- 
tional needs of this generation. 

Great names, great personalities, 
are to be found in the records of 
all our faculties, but I shall single 
out today the Faculty ot Law which 
this year celebrates its centenary. 
It would be invidious lor me to 
comment on the legal eminence ol 
our Chancellor, or ol the Chiel Jus- 
tice of Canada, who arc numbered 
among its graduates and once 
adorned its staff, nor may I speak 
about the attainments ol the dis- 
tinguished Attorney General and 
Prime Minister of this Province 
whose name is today inscribed upon 
its rolls honoris causa. But memory 
lingers with the name ol Eugene 
Lalleur, and none of us will forget 
the personality of a Grecnshields 
who combined the offices of Dean 
of the Faculty and Associate Chief 
Justice of Quebec, while mainlin- 
ing his rich reputation as a racon- 
teur. Perhaps too, in spite of the 
fact that he was an unrcgencrate 
Liberal, I may recall to you the 
lact that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
delivered the Valedictory Oration 
on the occasion ol his graduation 
trom McGill. 

That Convocation was long ago, 
but you who graduate today arc 
inheritors of a great tradition. You 
may not all be Liberals — I am 
sure you cannot be from my ob- 
servations of the activities . of the 
! Conservative Club, which decided 
that it liked Mr. Drew long before 
the people in Ottawa made up their 
minds! You do not inherit a political 
tradition: you Inherit the legacy 
ol great men who made Canada 
what it is. You inherit the respon- 
sibility lor carrying on their work; 
and as I look into your faces, I 
see many of you whose uniforms 
and ribbons when you came to Mc- 
Gill so short a time ago,, gave tes- 
timony to your spontaneous recog- 
nition ol that responsibility. The 
congestion of these post-war years 
has added to your difficulties, but 
you have done well, and we who 
have had the privilege of teaching 
you are as proud of your achieve- 
ments as the parents, wives and 
friends whom I welcome cordially 
to this Convocation. Our good
